Second —A roid 
Injuring the young 
trees by cultivation. 
T h ird .—Use the best grade, healthy 
seedlings for budding and grafting. 
Fourth —Use scions arid buds from 
trees known to be absolutely healthy. 
The roots, trunk and branches of trees 
from xvhlch tin* scions are cut should 
be free from all forma of tho disease, 
F ifth 
W hen root gall is prevalent 
budding is much to Im* preferred t<* 
r*R»t grifting, esjiecially with nusceptl 
blo varieties such as W ealthy. 
Sixth, 
if roof grafting Is practiced 
the following precautions should 
Im* 
taken: 
M ake close fitting grafts, leaving no 
exposed cut surfaces. 
W rap each graft well xvith soft wax 
cd cloth. 
Avoid wrapping w ith xv a le d string 
or raffia. 
Store mot grafts in clean moist saud
